Johnson Siitnn BUI.Sacramento. Cal. May 19..Callfor-I nla's alien land bill became the law ofthe State to-day. Against protests ofJapan and representations of PresidentWilson and his personal envoy. Secre-j tary Bryan, Governor Johnson signedthe bill, and ninety days after the ad-I Journmer.t of the Legislature, or onAugust 10, the act becomes operative.When the Governor was signing thehill, teh steamship Korea was.passingin through the Go'Oen Gate bearingtwo distinguished Jcjvanese, one a for-! mer pupil of President Wilson, on amission of investigation.Meanwhile complications. nationalj.and sectional, beset the bill. Over-ehndowiog all is the outcome of thenegotiations now In progress betweenthis country and Japan, which has in¬terpreted the act as discriminatory andoffensive.
Triple Itostllltr-Within California itself the act hasencountered triple hostility, which maydelay its operation until November 1.j If 14. Democrats opposed State legis¬lation at this time, as a matter of par¬ty regularity. Nevertheless, so plain to1 hem seemed to be the demand for thebill that, after exhausting all parlia¬mentary tactics, the Senate gave onlyone adverse Democratic vote, and theAssembly only two.

As an expression of this opposition,Theodore Hell, late Democratic candi-date for Governor and former chair¬man of the Democratic State CentralCommittee, has issued an Invitation tohis party to submit the Issue to thepeople by invoking the referendumagainst the bill. He grounds his op-position on two contentions.one thatthe bill is insufficiently drastic, becauseit permits leases running three years;and second, because It embarrasses thenational administration.The Asiatic Exclusion League, an or¬ganization of which the president isOlaf A. Tveitmoe, recently convicted ofcomplicity In the "dynamite conspir¬acy." announced last night that itwould invoke the referendum purelybecause it opposes the bill as faint¬hearted.
Thirdly, the powerful Panama-Paci¬fic International Exposition Company,backed by many chambers of com¬merce. has placed Itself on record Inopposition to the bill on the groundthat It fs a violation of faith.

Governor's Reply.In reply to this threatened hostility.Governor Johnson said to-day, in sign¬ing the ball:
"I repeat what 1 have before said,that California for the first time in itshistory has an antialien law. Any manwhb wishes another kind of law mayconsistently invoke the initiative. Noman who really wishes an alien lawwill sign a referendum as to this law."If another law is sought. It may bepresented by means of the initiative,and in the meantime the present lawwill be In operation. To tie up thepresent law means no law until No¬vember. 19H."
The two visiting Japanese are SorokuE. Hnra. of the Constitutional partyand a member of the House of Peers,and Ayao Hattori, of the Nationalistparty, a .member of the lower house.They made it plain they came merelyas representatives of their parties witha view to learning the exact conditionsand prevailing sentiment in California.Mr. Hattori said: "Our plans are some-what indefinite. We may see Gover-nor Johnson, and I expect to visitPresident Wilson at his summer homebefore 1 return.' I was taking specialwork at Princeton when the Presidentwas lecturing there, and his coursewas one of those I attended."

Come to Study Problem,San Francisco, May 19..Brief state-jments were issued to-night by AyaoHattori and Soroku Ebara, the Japan¬ese who arrived to-day to inquire un¬officially into the situation that broughtabout the California alien land legis¬lation^ Mr. Ebara's statement did notindicate his views upon the issue. Mr.Hattorl's, however^ was vigorous ofpurpose.
"I have come, here," he said, "as thorepresentative of the Liberal party ofJapan. The treaty we have withAmerica Is deficient, axid I advocatoits revision. As to the land law ques¬tion, I think wo should secure the rightof naturalization. With regard tonaturalization of the Japanese, it seemsto me that Japan is almost unanimousin demanding th'c same, but how tosecure it is not decided yet."I am a member of the JapanesePeace Society. We hope to solve thisproblem peacefully and honorably."Mr. Ebara's statement follows:"I have come, here as the represen¬tative of the Constitutional party, themajority party of Japan. My missionis in interest of establishing a betterunderstanding between the UnitedStates and Japan. The people of Japanare in sympathy with the Japaneso inCalifornia, and they are endeavoringto help them out of trouble in a peace-ablo manner.- As to the Californiaquestion, I am not yet in a position tospeak, because I am not well versedin this problem. Before I make anystatement, I wish to see and investi¬gate tho conditions of tho Japanese InCalifornia. I want to Btudy tbe causeof this agitation. I want to see andhear as much as possible before I re¬port'to my party."
Mr. Ebara, who is seventy-two yearsold, is termed one of Japan's "grandold men." He is a Christian and a

commoner. Ever since he commanded
a regiment in the revolution of 1S68he has taken a promlnont part in pub¬lic life.

NEGRO SOLDIER -

HITS OFFICER
Fiped" in Police Court and Must

Later Be Tried by Court-
Martial.

Henry C. Thortias, a negro soldier on
special duty with the Army War Col¬
lege detachment encamped near Seven
1'ines, turned upon one of his superior
officers while very drunk Sunday night
at Twenty-ninth and P Streets and
struck him in the face when the officer
attempted to help him out of the hands
of tho police. The officer, whose iden¬
tity is concealed under the name of
."Major Albert Conrad." displayed ills
boldleriy training: by refusing to strike
back. The negro was immediatelytaken Into custody by Patrolmen Spurrand Bertucci.
"Thomas, you have ctitiny lip." the

officer said, drawing himself up andlooking severely at the culprit. At
that moment the drunken negro mado
anotlior lunge at him and was promptlvfelled to tho pavement by a blow on.the
head from a policeman's nlghf stick.
Thomas was taken to tho First Po¬

lice Station and booked on the chargeof being drunk and disorderly, while
the officer boarded tho Seven Pines
oar. for which he and others of the de¬
tachment had been waiting. In Police
Court yesterday morning no one ap¬peared to press the assault chargesagainst the private, and Justice Crutch-
field let him go with a fine of $10 and
n severe lacing. The fine was paid bv
Lieutenant Tate, of the. War College"party, who at once placed Thomas un¬
der military arrest for the very se-
rlons offense of striking his superiorofficer. The name of "Major Albert
Conrad" is not in the army list. *

The negro private will be sent back
to Fort Myer under guard to await
in close confinement, the convening ofthe general court. If the officer whom
he struck presses tire charge againsthim, Thomas will fare roughly; if not,he will probably escape with a heavyfine and n jail sentence of three months.Ho is liable to a three-year term forhis offense.
